Plans 



The government of Afghanistan has not yet designed a general 
Food Security strategy towards which the EU could direct its 
efforts in terms of sectorial support. The EU has nevertheless 
developed objectives and priorities (in line with the L'Aquila joint 
statement). The Food Security portfolio is aligned with the 
Country Strategy Paper tor Afghanistan: Food Security is a 
transversal component which aim is to complement both the 
Rural Developmenl and Agriculture portfolios. 



An informal Food Security and Agriculture cluster 
takes place wilhin which all relevant actors 
coordinate their efforts (co-chaired cluster: FAO and 
World Food Program); but no clear Food Security 
objectives and/or plans approved by the government 
of Afghanistan towards which EU efforts could be 
directed. The cluster works on: the setting up of 
basic assessment and monitoring tools and overall 
coordinalion (meeting once a month in Kabul with 
UN agencies, the USAID, Afghan ministry of 
agriculture and relevant NGOs). 
2. Newly sel up Humanitarian Developmenl Group 
(HDG), which agenda includes Food Security as 
well. Coordination ensured by DG ECHO 
(Humanitarian Aid and Civil Protection) with 
participations of UN agencies, USAID, French 
government, DFID and the Swiss Agency for 
Development and Cooperation notably.

The SEEDS and STATISTICS programmes are fully in line with 
the Afghan national strategy and represent key components of 
the Agricultural and Rural Development National Priority 
Programmes (ARD NPP's). In both sectors, the programmes 
contribute to the institutional development of the public and 
private sectors and fully contribute to the overall Afghanistan 
National Development Strategy (ANDS). 



The SEEDS and STATISTICS programmes are 
directly coordinated at the Ministry of Agriculture 
level. In parallel, both programmes provide relevant 
information to numerous coordination bodies related 
to the humanitarian follow-up of the context (Food 
Security and livelihood) and to the overall economic 
development of the country (since agriculture 
represents more than one third of the GDP). 



EU SEEDS and STATISTICS programmes both 
contribute to improving the national food security and 
economic development of Afghanistan.

Haiti's objectives for food security projects are complicated by 
the mandates of the various State Actors involved and policy 
documents issued. Most recently (2012), a food security 
initiative called "Aba Grangou" was launched, with a primary 
objective, "The elimination of Hunger and Malnutrition". In Haiti 
approximately 4 million out of a total population of around 10 
million suffer from food insecurity. 



In Haiti the Aba Grangou 
initiative is to eliminate 
hunger and malnutrition by 
2025. 



In Haiti, results are tracked using as a benchmark 
indicator the percentage (%) of Haitian households 
identified as food insecure by the Food Security National 
Coordination body (CNSA). CNSA is jointly funded by 
donors and the Government and produces periodic, well 
researched and comprehensive reports on the state of 
Food Insecurity and vulnerabilities in Haiti.

GEOGRAPHIC FOCUS: Primarily, but not exclusively the 
following four districts are presently targeted North West, 
Artibonite, South and South West. 



At present, food insecurity is not specifically identified as part of 
Haiti's European Development Fund (EDF) Country Strategy 
Paper and therefore not an integral part of the national 
programming exercise. In the recent past, food insecurity has 
been tackled by a number of projects directly funded under the 
centralised commission budget line, Food Security Thematic 
Programme 2008, 2009 and 201 1 (Approx 17 Million Euros in 
total allocated to Haiti committed or being disbursed 2010-201 1) 
The Food Facility Instrument also allocated an additional 19.8 
million Euros to tackle food insecurity through a successful direc 
programming exercise, just after the 201 0 earthquake. 
Elsewhere, in 2011/2012, under the EDF Millennium 
Development Goal initiative, the Government of Haiti has been 
directly involved in programming a 20 Million Euro Programme 
tackle the causes of food insecurity in the country. It is expected 
that even more attention will be paid to Food Insecurity/Rural 
Development under the 1 1 EDF planning exercise which is 
currently in its early stages of discussion with Government. 
Programming has taken into account various AFSI principles. 



The EU Delegation in Haiti participates in 100% of 
Haiti's food security related processes. In Haiti, 
coordination initiatives were disrupted by the 201 0 
earthquake, which killed about 20% of the country's 
civil servants, many of them senior civil servants. 
The Ministry of Agriculture presently runs regular 
Sectorial Meetings which the EU Delegation actively 
attends and the sector donor coordination is assured 
by the Inter American Development Bank. Recent 
past project designs have also taken into account 
various official Government Publications on food 
insecurity including; • Haiti's agricultural investment 
plan 2010-201 6 • Agricultural Policy Ministry of 
ti Agriculture 2010 - 2025 • National food and nutrition 
security and the CNSA Report • 201 1 



During the reporting period 2010-2011, Haiti suffered 
a massive earthquake. The resulting influx of 
Humanitarian aid (including food aid) has since 
declined. The ratio of funds spent on medium/long 
term food security development needs therefore 
improved in 201 1 as the food aid has been reduced. 
No specific ratios are known however.

Financial Agreement signed the 27th of May 
2009. The implementation of the majority of 
projects was suspended from September 2009 
until beginning 201 1 due to the political crisis 
and the provision of the Article 96 of the 
Cotonou Agreement.

The EU Yemen Fisheries Support Programme was 
designed in support of Government of Yemen's strategic 
priorities: The Yemen Strategic Vision up to the Year 2025 
considers the development of coastal areas as an important 
approach to mitigating migration to urban areas. It identifies the 
fisheries sector as "one of the most promising economic sectors' 
and emphasises the importance of modern refrigeration, storage 
and marketing of fish products in order to "raise productivity and 
improve quality and competitiveness". The strategy also 
advocates greater collaboration between the Government and 
the private sector. The Third Five Year Development Plan for 
Poverty Reduction 2006-201 0 identifies the following main 
constraints to optimising the sector's contribution to economic 
growth: inadequate port and fish landing infrastructure for a 
large and growing artisanal fisheries sector; modest local fish 
processing capacity; serious lack of data on all aspects of the 
sector; limited capacity to monitor and enforce fish quality contrc 
and fisheries management regulations through effective 
compliance and enforcement and inspection activities. 



The programme was designed in close coordination 
with the other donors supporting the fisheries sector 
in Yemen (World Bank, International Fund for 
Agricultural Development, UNDP). The EU also 
contributes directly to the International Fund for 
Agricultural Development Fisheries Investment
